Girl Dressmakers. 


Why do not tho girls of to-day be­ 
come their own dressmakers? They 
would find an extraordinary stimulus 
and pleasure in tho occupation, and 
there is nothing that would do more to 
take the nonsense out of them and put 
sense in its place. Paper patterns, and 
the shortening of tho skirts, have made 
the task easy, and once undertaken, it 
woald not be given up, for it would bo 
more Interesting than “ fancy” work. 
Probably the inducement, to many, 
would be much greater if the custom of 
giving girls an allowance for “dress” 
money was as common here as it is in 
England. But unfortunately it is not, 
ana the majority of the daughters of 
well-to-do fathers feel that the effort 
would not be appreciated, and would 
bring them no compensation. Young 
women, whose parents occupy high po­ 
sitions in England, do all their own 
sewing in order to make their allow­ 
ance—which ranges from $50 to $250 
per annum—do its work. They may 
nave one dress in a season made by a 
dressmaker, not more, and this will 
probably be superintended by a dress­ 
maker in Hie house, who occupies her 
time in cutting and fitting, while the 
young lady herself, with perhaps the 
help of a family seamstress, does tho 
sewing. There is a great advantage in 
thus becoming acquainted with meth­ 
ods and personally conversant with 
ways and means, with the exigencies 
and necessities of work, the limitations 
as well as its possibilities. A good serv­ 
ant would infinitely rather work for a 
mistress who was thoroughly acquaint­ 
ed with the duties to bo performed, and 
therefore willing to make allowances; 
and on tho same principles, it is easier 
in making a dress to satisfy one whoso 
ignorance makes her at once exacting 
and non-appreciative. 
It is strange to what an extent Amer­ 
ican women allow themselves to exist 
at the mercy of dependents, through 
want of actual knowledge and practical 
experience of work. Some times they 
rebel against an innovation, or long 
continued abuse, but the throwing un 
of the work, and the dread of being leit 
to their own resources, brings them 
back quickly to the proper state of sub­ 
jugation to the dreaded cook or the in­ 
flated modiste.

The whito 
Inside cuff has disappeared, as there is 
no room for it. Tho sleeve is three 
inches shorter than tho arm, but the 
long glove is supposed to come down to 
meet it. Tho tight sleeve would be 
less objectionable if it were occasional, 
but it is the sleeve of the every-day 
working and walking dresses; tho oc­ 
casional sleeve—that is. tho dressy 
sleeve—is varied and modified in many 
different ways, and often is no sleeve at 
all. 
When a street jacket is made by a 
dressmaker en suite with, say, a woolen 
dress, the misery is doubled. The arm 
is twice encased in sleeves which are so 
short there is no “ pull” upon them, 
and so straight that they stop all the 
vital currents and send the blood rush­ 
ing to the head, where it creates in a 
very short time a lovely red nose. 
There are patterns of sleeves in which 
fullness is allowed for the elbow, bat 
dressmakers do not seem to get hold of 
them. Let ladies who are about hav- 
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ing spring suits and jackets made, look 
out for the straight, paralysing coat- 
sleeve. —Jennie June.

The defendant’s attorneys in the Ohms 
case argued their motion for a new trial 
before Judge Congers, yesterday at Mon­ 
roe The motion was overruled, and af­ 
ter some discussion in regard to the pro­ 
priety of delaying sentence until the 
June term of court the defendant was 
brought forward aud the sentence of im­ 
prisonment for life pronounced. 
The prisoner from his general reti­ 
cence has been (regarded as having a low 
grade of intelligence, almost amounting 
to 
stupidity. But 
when tho judge 
asked if he had anything to say, why 
sentence should not be pronounced, he 
said that he had, aud, in a voice at times 
low aud broken, but now aud then rising 
with words almost eloquent, he spoke 
for nearly half an hour. We give below 
extracts from his remarks, (furnished us 
by the reporter. When the sentence was 
at length given, he manifested no emo- 
tion*beyoinl passing his hand once or 
twice over his eyes, and then relapsed 
iuto his customary stolidity. 
The following are the extracts as taken 
in short-hand by Francis 
Grant, by 
whose courtesy we have obtained them: 
If tho men that swear away my life 
hare as clear a conscience as I have it is 
all right. I am satisfied. I abide by the 
decision of the jury. I am an innocent 
man, aud I proved a full alibi here to the 
juty, and to the public. No matter what 
the circumstauces are, it is all circumstan­ 
tial evidence that the pause cution has 
produced. 
I stand here now as a mark of scorn 
to the public, to be shunned by every­ 
body; still, I stand here an innocent mau 
aud I eau face any man in this room or 
anywhere and say so. I have been con­ 
victed once; tins is the second time; I 
had hopes that this jury would bnug iu 
a different verdict from what the others 
did, and what the have brought iu. They 
looked to be twelve men of common­ 
sense, men that knew better than to 
bring in a verdict of this kind. 
I had stayed at home for one year; then 
I made up my mind to try once more to 
recover back my health, aud I went to 
Janesville. That is the reason, and the 
only reason that I left home;—not with 
any hatred, any deep-seated animosity, or 
any murderous thoughts in my heart to 
commit murder. I could commit murder 
right there while being at the house, and 
not go to Janesville and run around 
there, go to Richardson’s and make my­ 
self known, staying around in the city 
where everybody saw me, and then com­ 
ing up and committing the murder, and 
then taking the train and coming back. 
I could have committed murder a great 
deal easier than that. 
It was not neces­ 
sary to go to Janesville there, and then 
come up, steal horses, steal horse-blan- 
kets, steal meat, milk and all those things 
to commit a simple murder; that could 
have been done a great deal easier than 
that, if I wanted to commit the murder. 
But I never committed a murder; I 
I never had tho thought of a murder iii 
my heart. I have never raised my hand 
against any man. I never harmed any 
man, I simply tended to my business al­ 
ways and let everyIxxly do the same, and | 
thero is not a mau iii this State or any- 
J 
where that can say I ever harmed In rn. 
I would not harm any man, woman or 
child. Still, tho terrible crime of mur­ 
der is charged against mo—-the crime of 
killing my father—one of tho most hor­ 
rible crimes that can bo committed—tak­ 
ing the lift* of a parent. To do that a 
man must lie a demon, he must be a dis­ 
sipated man, he must be beyond the line 
of civilization to do that, ho must have 
been raised with savages, without edu­ 
cation, for a man with any understanding 
at all, that knows tho consequences, 
would not do it. 
My life is about gone. I nm broken 
down. It is only a question of time now 
for me. It Is only a year, perhaps a year 
and a half in State’s prison, rn a loath­ 
some coll, in a dungeon roekingwith ver­ 
min, dark and dreary, for me to spend 
my 
days. But 
it 
has 
been my 
misfortune to have this crime charged 
upon me, and I go willingly—I take it 
willingly.

It is almost impossible for me to say 
what I wish. My mind is so confused 
that it is hard for me to say i t But then 
I thought it was my duty to say these 
few words that I have spoken * * * 
aud 
I 
hope 
that 
after 
I 
am 
gone from here, and after I am dead that 
perhaps in a few years, the mystery of 
this murder will be cleared up, and that 
the public will see that what I now say is 
the truth. Perhaps it will not, perhaps 
it will forever remain a mystery, but we 
know of many cases where men have 
been hung or have gone to State’s prison 
for life, and after they have suffered tor 
fifteen or twenty years, men die and they 
may make a dying confession that they 
are the guilty party, and that the man 
suffering for the cnme is innocent We 
have a great many instances of that class 
—not one, but a great many. But that is 
not believed. That is only talk. You 
don’t believe that. 
That is about all I think that I can 
say. I will now leave them—all those 
that have sworn against me I that know 
they have sworn falsely, ana those who 
have prosecuted me, those who know 
they have done wrong in many things,— 
I will leave them all to bitter remorse, to 
the mercy of God, and to the length of 
days to repent.
